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These  six  articles  concerning  families  prominent  in 
Athol,  Massachusetts  and  vicinity  are  taken  from  the 
columns  of  the  "Athol  Chronicle",  a  weekly  paper  in  which 
they  first  appeared. 

They  were  prepared  hy  Miss  Claire  E.  Smith  of  38 
Arlington  Street,  Chiconee  Falls,  Massachusetts,  formerly 
a  resident  of  Athol,  and  a  member  of  Margery  Morton  Chapter 
Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution,  of  Athol.  Miss  Smith 
has  included  for  this  collection,  several  pages  of  addition 
al  data. 

In  preparing  these  sketches  Miss  Smith  consulted  many 
authentic  records,  including  some  private  records  and 
Family  Ribles  now  difficult  of  access.  As  far  as  she  can 
learn,  these  lines  have  not  been  worked  out  before. 

These  articles  were  written  with  a  view  to  their 
popular  appeal,  so  references  were  omitted,  as  were  also 
many  of  the  dates,  but  they  will  gladly  be  supplied  by 
Miss  Smith  upon  application.

In  the  years  directly  preceding  1640  there  came  to  Am¬ 
erica  under  the  false  name  of  Miles,  the  brothers  Francis 

i 

and  Thomas  Kendall,  sons  of  John  Kendall  of  Cambridge,  Eng¬ 
land.  Their  place  of  residence  had  been  Kendall,  West¬ 
moreland  County,  England.  In  1640  they  were  already  land- 
owners  in  Charlestown,  Massachusetts,  where  Francis  was  a 

miller. 

Thomas  married  and  had  eleven  children  but  all  were 
daughters. 

Francis  was  one  of  the  petitioners  for  Woburn  town, 
and  married  there  December  24,1644,  Mary  Tidd,  daughter  of 
John  Tidd.  There  were  eight  children,  the  sons  being 
John,  Thomas,  Samuel  and  Jacob.  (Ree  Addenda) 

Thomas2  (Francis1)  married  Ruth  Blodgett,  daughter  of 
Samuel  Blodgett,  fenior,  in  1673  at  Woburn.  Thomas  was  a 
tithingman  of  the  West  End  of  Woburn  in  1692.  There  were 
seven  sons,  among  them  Thomas  and  Samuel.  (See  Addenda) 

Thomas3  born  at  Woburn  May  19,1677,  moved  to  Lexington, 
and  to  Framingham.  His  wife,  whom  he  married  in  Boston  in 
1701  was  Sarah  Che ever,  daughter  of  Hev.  Thomas  Cheever , 
pastor  of  the  church  at  Chelsea  34  years,  and  granddaugh¬ 
ter  of  Ezekiel  Cheever,  the  famous  master  of  the  Boston 

Latin  School.  There  were  twelve  children,  the  eleventh

and  twelfth  being  twins,  Elijah,  and  Elisha.  -  The  second 
child,  Thomas4,  was  born  July  30,1704,  married  Mary  Curtie 
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"before  1738  and  had  sons  Abner,  Jonathan  and  Thomas.  Later 
he  married  Hannah  Rice  and  had  five  children,  the  sons  be¬ 
ing  John  and  Nathan. 

Jonathan5  (Thomas^,  Thomas3,  Thomas^,  Francis1)  was  a 
Revolutionary  Soldier.  He  was  born  Jan. 29, 1742/3  in  Hop- 
kinton,  Hass.,  came  to  Athol  previous  to  1765  and  settled

on  Chestnut  Hill  on  the  place  nowAcccupied  by  hr.  Sessions. 
He  built  the  log  house  there  in  which  his  nine  children 
wc re  born.  Hie  wife  was  Anna  Oliver,  whose  father,  I  sup¬ 

pose  was  Lt.  William  Oliver  of  Athol,  Rutland  and  Rarre 
(then  called  Rutland  District.)  They  were  married  at  Athol 
Jan. 23, 1765.  As  many  Athol  people  are  descended  from

John?  Kendall  (Capt.John6,  Jonathan5)  was  the  beloved 
Uncle  John  of  the  Chestnut  Hill  reunion  days  whose  huge 
"new  "  barn  was  burned  recently.  He  married  second  the 
widow  Goo dale. 

Now  to  return  to  the  second  family  of  Kendalls  in  this 
vicinity.  Thomas2  (Francis^)  had  a  son  Samuel^  who  became 
lieutenant  in  the  French  and  Indian  Times.  He  had  fifteen 
children  by  his  wife  Elizabeth  whose  maiden  name  we  do  not 
know.  Ten  of  them  were  sons.  Lt.  Samuel  attended  the 
sale  at  Concord  and  bought  land  in  the  new  township  of 
Pequo^ag  upon  which  to  establish  his  sons  Jesse^  and  Ceth4 
in  the  family  trade  of  milling.  I  do  not  know  what  became 
of  Seth,  but  Jesse  established  himself  firmly  in  the  town 
with  his  gristmill  on  the  Miller’s  River.  He  had  married 
in  Woburn  Jan. 5, 1750,  Blisabeth  Hvans,  daughter  of  Andrew 
and  Fary.  Anyone  desiring  to  know  the  names  and  dates  of 
most,  of  his  children  is  referred  to  the  old  cemetery  on 
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Pleasant  Street.  There  were  twelve  children,  six  of  them 
sons  whose  names  were  Jesse,  Joel,  Samuel,  Andrew,  David  and 
Calvin.

OF  ATHOL  ANB  PHI  LL I  PST OH 

The  Smith  families  of  this  vicinity  which  belong  to 
the  early  settlers  here  are  of  two  different  lines  not  in 
anyffa y  related  so  far  as  is  known.  Two  of  the  earliest 
immigrants  to  this  town  from  the  Connecticut  Valley  were 
Ephraim  Hmith  and  his  brother  Aaron.  The  rude  tombstone 
of  Aaron  may  still  be  seen  in  I  t.  Pleasant  Cemetery^  en¬ 
graved  crudely.  These  men  were  from  Hatfield  where  they 
had  married  sisters,  Martha  and  Abigail  Scott ,  daughters  of 
Joseph  and  Lydia  (Leonard)  Scott. 

The  immigrant  ancestor  of  this  family  was  that  well- 
known  Hadley  resident,  Lt .  Samuel  Smith.  Lt.  Samuel  Smith 
sailed  from  Ipswich,  England  to  Charlestown,  l  assachueetts 
in  1634,  bringing  with  him  his  wife  Elizabeth  and  children 
Samuel,  Elizabeth,  Mary  and  Philip.  They  changed  from 
Charlestown  soon  to  Vethersfield,  Conn.  After  Philip’s 
marriage  to  Rebecca  Foote,  daughter  of  Nathaniel  Foote  of 
Wethersfield,  the  entire  family  moved  up  the  valley  to  Had¬ 
ley.  It  was  from  the  house  of  Samuel  and  Philip  Smith 
that  Goffe  the  regicide  appeared  to  the  salvation  of  Hadley. 
Philip  died  insane,  or  as  the  Rev.  Cotton  Mather  was  pleased 
to  write  from  Boston,  he  was  "murdered  by  a  hideous  witch¬ 
craft  . " 

Jonathan,  the  third  of  the  seven  sons  of  Philip,  mar¬ 
ried  Abigail  Kellogg,  daughter  of  Joseph.  Of  their  ten 
children,  Ephraim  and  Aaron  were  the  two  youngest.  They 
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came  to  Athol  and  resided  on  West  Hill  whence  their  large 
families  spread  out  over  this  vicinity. 


Three  of  the  sons  of  Ephraim  were  Revo lut ionary 
soldiers  including  Stephen  Smith  who  married  Eu sannah ,  the 
daughter  of  John  Haven,  an  immigrant  from  Framingham  to  Chest¬ 
nut  Hill.  Stephen  and  Susannah  resided  in  Phillipston  in  the 

w,H\  jrave  st-OKo-S  &  "ReV.  ma-rktr 

south  part  of  the  town  and  are  buried  in  the  south  cemeteryA 
near  the  Elliott  place.  Stephen’s  daughter  Susannah  married 
Capt.  John  Kendall  whose  son  John  will  be  recalled  by  many 
living  on  Chestnut  Bill.  (See  o.-r'+'ieie .) 

The  other  family  of  Smiths  who  were  early  in  Phil- 
lipston  came  direct  from  Truro  on  Cape  Cod  to  try  fanning  as 
livelihood,  since  going  to  sea  was  being  made  more  dangerous 
by  the  conflict  between  England  and  France.  There  were,  so 
tradition  says,  twelve  families  in  this  group  of  migrants.  I 
do  not  know  the  names  of  many  of  them,  but  they  include  the 
loanes,  Rich,  Jennispn,  Nathaniel  Smith  and  Nickersons. 

Capt.  Nathaniel  Smith’s  son  Gamaliel  was  killed  by 
a  fall  from  the  roof  of  the  old  cotton  factory  here  in  town 

leaving  a  widow  and  six  children..  The  youngest  of  the  six' 

was  Gamaliel  Smith  whom  some  will  recall  as  living  on  Pleas-  ,  ,  . 
ant  Street  near  the  fire  station.  The  other  five^were  Nath¬ 
aniel  who  m.  Betsey  Goddard,  Rebecca  m.John  Brigham,  Han¬ 

nah  ra.Artemae  Bush,  Tarah  m.  Gardiner  Lord,  Apphia  m.Capt. 
George  Eaton. 

The  immigrant  ancestor  of  the  Truro  branch  was  Ralph 
Smyth  from  Bingham, Eng.  to  Hingham,  Lass.  His  son  Thomas  was 


of  Ess  than,  very  early,  and  his  grandson  Thomas  of  Truro  where 

his  son  Gamaliel  was  b.1715.

For  authority  on  Gofie  and  Whalley  the  regicides  being  sheltered 
by  Lt.  Samuel  and  Philip  Smith  consult  History  of  Sunderland 
pa^e  534  or  History  oi  Hatfield  p.436 

The  church  at  Phi  1  ips ton, Hass. ,  then  ealled"7einpleton  West 
Parish9'  and  later  called  Gerry  was  gathered  Nov. 16, 1785  and 
the  church  records  began  then.  The  coming  of  Capt*  Nathaniel 
Smith  nd  his  six  children  to  Phillipston  was  between  1793 
when  his  oldest  son  Thomas  was  drowned  at  wea  from  a  Truro  boat 
and  1801  when  his  son  Gamaliel  was  married  at  Gerry.

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HISTORICAL  FACTS  OF 

THE  STOCEW1LL  FAMILY. 

The  immigrant  ancestor  of  the  Ftoekwells  in  this 
country  was  a  certain  William  Stock we 11  who  was  horn  in 
England  about  1650.  It  is  probable  that  there  was  anoth¬ 
er  F-tockwell  Family  already  in  Massachusetts,  but  I  have 
no  data  on  them.  William,  according  to  tradition,  was 
impressed  into  the  king's  navy  at  the  age  of  fourteen  from 
the  cliff  walks  on  which  he  was  making  his  way  home  from 
work. 

He  led  a  seafaring  life  for  many  years ,  then  he  appeared 
in  Ipswich,  Mass.  where  he  married  April  14,1685,  Sarah  Lam¬ 
bert,  probably  a  second  wife.  Their  children  were : -

Captain  Ephraim  removed  from  Button  tc  Petersham  and  in 
1760  bought  a  farm  of  the  widow  of  Increase  Moore  of  Pe- 
quoige.  I  suppose  this  to  be  the  farm  on t  he  old  Turnpike 
from  Phillipston  to  Athol  which  he  later  deeded  to  his  son 
Ziba .  I  expect  this  is  the  old  Rtockwell  farm  back  of  Pros¬ 
pect  Hill  of  which  the  house  was  burned  s  year  or  two  ago. 

He  was  a  soldier  in t  he  Revolutionary  War  in  Capt.  Ichabod 
Dexter’s  Company  to  the  Lexington  Alarm  in  1775;  and  commis¬ 
sioned  Captain  of  the  12th  Company,  Col.  Sparhawk’s  Regiment; 
Dec. 10, 1776  as  Captain  of  Col.  Job  Cushing’s  Regiment;  he 
marched  in  1777  to  reinforce  Btark  at  Bennington.  Two  of  his 
sons  were  also  soldiers.  He  married  Barah  Grout  of  Petersham 
in  1757,  Their  intentions  were  published  ITov.8, 1757 ,  Peters¬

Many  people  of  Athol  and  vicinity  are  descendants  of 
the  Turner  family  of  Phillipston,  and  1  hope  the  following 
data  may  prove  interesting. 

The  immigrant  ancestor  was  Humphrey  Turner  who  was 
born  about  1594  in  Kent  County,  England.  He  arrived  in 
Plymouth  County,  New  England  in  1628,  drew  a  houselot  in 
1629,  and  built  a  house  in  1633  in  ^cituate,  Mass.  At 
this  time  lie  is  called  n the  tanner*  and  his  wife  is  named 
Lydia  Garner  or  Gamer.  There  were  at  least  six  children,

all  boys,  but  I  presume  my  source  neglected  to  name  the 
girls.  The  boys'  names  were  Jonathan,  Daniel,  Thomas, 
Joseph(baptized  in  1636),  John{married  Mercy  Little,  1666), 
and  Nathaniel (baptized  1638). 

The  second  son,  Daniel2  Turner,  married  at  Scituate, 
June  20,1665  or  1666,  Hannah  Randall,  daughter  of  William 
and  Elizabeth.

I  have  questioned  many  people  abdut  Lyman  Ward ,  and  found 
almost  no  information  except  that  he  left  a  legacy  to  the 
town  of  Athol  for  the  benefit  of  the  school  district  in  which 
he  lived.  Being  interested  in  genealogy,  I  looked  up  some 
facts  about  his  ancestry  that  1  hope  will  he  of  interest  to 
some  Athol  and  Fhillipston  people. 

Lyman  Ward  was  horn  in  Athol  in  1810,  and  died  in  Rox- 
bury  in  1847,  leaving  no  children,  hut  his  t?ife  survived  him 
many  years.  His  brother,  William  Humphrey  Ward,  was  a  well- 
known  man  in  the  northeastern  part  of  the  town  adjoining  the 
Philiipston  border  until  his  death  in  186-8. 

These  two  men  were  sons  of  Jaoes  Ward,  who  must  have 
held  much  property  in  this  vicinity,  judging  from  the  por¬ 
tions  descending  to  hie  nine  children.  The  wife  of  J&bez 
was  Esther  Humphrey #  whose  relation  to  the  Rev.  James  I  do 
not  know. 

Jaben  was  the  son  of  Beriah  and  Hannah  (rtowe)  Ward.
